The religious community, the ministry and 
the church, it is to be feared, are not half awake 
to the influences for the destruction of our 
moral and social fabric which at this point 
threaten us, Rev. Dr. Williams has drawn a 
picture fearful as true in its colors, of the evils 
which much of our newspaper and other lite- 
rature promises to visit upon us, He says :— 

The influence of a demoralized and de- 
moralizing literature it is scarce possible to 
portray in too gloomy colors. There were 
days in the history of revolutionary France 
when it would have been difficult to say 
which had been the more destructive engine, 
the press as worked by Marat, or the guillo- 
tine as managed by Robespierre. If the one 
was reeking continually with fresh blood, and 
heaped up its becacombsa of the dead, the 
other ran with a more deadly venom, that 
corroded the hearts ofthe living. Our cheap 
press, from its powers of diffusive influence, 
would make a literature that should be merely 
frivolous, and not flagrantly vicious, one of 
no little harm to the mental soundness of the 
nation. A race of heroes, such as Plutarch 
portrays, could never grow up if fed only on 
the spoon-tneats and syllabubs of an elegant 
literature, and finding their entertainment in 
the lispings and pulings of a feeble sentimen- 
talism. Ifthe press be more than frivolous, 
if ut have become licentious, its ravages on a 
reading community, and in a free conntry, 
and such a community and country God has 
made ours, are incalculable. For character 
and private peace, for honesty, and morals, 
for the domestic charities, and for life itself, 
there remains no asylum on earth, when such 
a press is allowed to run a muck against the 
victims that its caprice, its interest or its 
pique may select. ‘There have been newspa- 
pers circulating in Christian America, that 
would have been hailed in the cities of the 
plam, on the day ere the avenging fires fell 
from heaven, as the utterances of no uncen- 
genial spirit, the work of men morally aceli- 
mated to breathe that atmosphere of putridi- 
ty and death. ‘There have been seen, as ed- 
itors, men whose hearts seemto have become 
first ossified, and then carious, in the exercise

and corrupted in principle, men who had no 
mercy, no conscience, and no shame. And 
such men have been not only suffered but ap- 
plauded, courted and bribed, while ‘ a read- 
ing public,” to use a phrase of the times, has 
been found to gather eagerly around the mor- 
al slaughter houses, over which such spirits 
presided ; and has delighted itself in snuffing 





| the fumes of each fresh sacrifice, feeding on 


the garbage, and drenching their souls iw the 

ddies there supplied. ‘The extent of the 
moral taint already spread from such foul 
sources of corruption, who can estimate? 
Were such to become the pervading and 
controling spirit of our literature, that litera- 
ture, and the society which sustains it, must 
collapse and perish, a Joathsome mass of fes- 
termg corruption. 

For a profligate literature destroys itself 
and the community who patronize it. Let 
literature be sold into bondage to immorality, 
and its days are thenceforward numbered, as 
well by the very nature of the human miud, 
as by the laws of the divine government, 
Genws, when grinding, like a blud Samson, 
in the prison-house of vice, ultimately perish- 
es in its task, and leaves no heir. It may 
not so seem at first. A delirious frenzy may 
seem to call forth fresh eloquence and harmo- 
ny, and every Muse, dissolute and shameless, 
may wave aloft the thyrsus of a mad Bac- 
chante. Science and art and wit and elo-

guished and died amid their toils, A profli- 
gate people soon cease to be intelligent, and 
their literature loses all living power. all abil- 
ity to perpetuate itself The Inerature of the 
dead past is soon all that remains to a vicious 
community.

41, 
Felt 76, N. Am. 128, Art. 1. This was strik- 
ing a fatal blow at all courts of justice ; for if wit- 
nesses might not testify upon oath, nor jurymen 
be impannelied upon oath, until they had first 
proved to the satisfaction of the court that they 
were persons, there would be little 
probability that any court could be held. 

The next matter in order, peculiar to Williams, 
is his denial of the magistrate’s power to punish 
for any breach of the first table, unless it was 
also a breach of the civil peace.—See Hutchin., 
Felt., N. Am,, as above. 

In this is to be found Williams’ great principle 
of liberty of conscience, of which his friends and 
admirers boast so much, and on which chiefly 
they have reared the pillar of his fame. “He 
was the first person in modern christendom, 
says Bancroft, to assert in its plentitude the doc- 
trine of the liberty of conscience, the equality of 
opinions before the law, and in his defence he 
was the harbinger of Milton, the precursor and 
superior of Jeremy Taylor.” This doctrine he 
asserted in the broad position that no law can be 
enforced touching the observance of the Sab- 
bath, the maintenance of religious worship, or 
the prohibition of profane swearing or blasphe- 
my. He asserted it in this broad manner in oppo- 
sition to the existing laws and Puritans of Massa- 
chusetts. It follows, that if Williams was right 
our fathers were wrong in their Jaws pertaining to 
the Sabbath and other matters of the first table ; 
and that in these laws they violated the sanctity 
of conscience. So Bancroft expressly says, “'The 
sanctity of conscience was the great tenet 
which, with all its consequences, he defended, as 


foe is the most dangerous. But with all his sly 
adjustment of the “sheep’s clothing,” we can 
easily detect “the grim wolf with privy paw.” 
This writer specifies several of the causes which 
produced the remarkable prosperity of the college 
during the first ten years of its existence; and he at- 
tempts to show, that, during the subsequent decade 
of years, they have, either wholly or in part, 
ceased to operate in its favor.

| and affection. i 

By equality, we mean nothing contrary to the 
| ordinances of God; such as parental authority, 
|and other institutions, by which it is intended that 
|such as are not yet properly members of society, 
| shall be prepared to become such. Neither does 
| equality imply any disregard of the natural differ- 
ences or moral acquirements existing among men. 
| As well might you attempt to stop the influence of 


| the moon over the tides, as to prevent the homage 
| 








| more does equality imply that all men must have an 
| equal amount of knowledge or of property. This 
could only be effected by putting such cramps on 

society as would destroy all freedom. Christian 

equality gives every man full right to pursue hap- 
diness in any way which does not interfere with 

the rights of others. It allows of no privileged 

classes, in fixed, horizontal strata in society, 

| which can prevent any one from finding his own 
proper level. It gives the largest liberty to the 

individual, compatible with the good of the whole. 

Such equality is the centrifugal force of society, 

| which gives it all its motion. And yet nothing 
could be worse than this, unless it is balanced by 
a centripetal force to direct the motion. To find 


this letter force i# the great social problem, and | 


| it was not left to be dieegvered by human wisdom. 
| It is the universal affection inculeated by the gos- 
pel, and demanded by the text. 

Dr. Hopkins proceeded to inquire, how far this 
view is sanctioned in the scriptures ? 

The scriptures have laid down no particu- 
lar definite form of government, except such 
as may vary with the varying degrees of 
adaptation among men to self-government. Yet 
some form must be more congenial than others to 
the requirements and spirit of the gospel. Here 
several passages were cited to show that the gos- 
pe! favored the idea of a fraternity, where equali- 
ty and affection operate together. Christ look- 
ed forward to what has not been seen on earth, a 
truly christian government, where rulers and peo- 
ple, all filled with the spirit of piety, are instinct 
with the faculty of self-government. This is that 
remarkable theocracy which our fathers sought to 
carry on. 

President Hopkins then proceeded to his other 
inquiry ;—How far this principle of brotherhood 

agrees with the constitution of man? 
| Such government in church and in state best 
accords with the human constitution, in which 
mankind can best be developed. To secure this 
requires safety for person and property, the impar- 
tial and speedy administration of justice, and re- 
| ligious and civil liberty. 
| Sach a government will appeal for support to 
the higher, rather than the lower principles of our 
nature. Governments generally have appealed to 
fear and interest for support. They have made it 
| the interest of a part of the people, as « standing 
| army, to intimidate the rest. 
This can never elevate a people. A govern- 
ment adapted to men will appeal to affection for 
| support. It is attraction which forme the crystal, 
holds the body together, and keeps worlds in their | 
places; and affection is the attraction which binds | 
society ina living bond. We need rulers who 
|snall be great men after the type of our Savior. 
[Shey have been called great who have best suc- | 
jceeded in drawing admiration to themselves. | 
| And many of them are great. But there isa | 
ofa 
| self in seeking the good of others. Rulers great | 
|in this way are strong; and their government | 
| will be vigorous and efficient in proportion as it is 
| free. We see something of this in Washington

That government is best adapted to our wants,

this school, and hence it differs so widely from | 
the character of other nations. 

Here Dr. Hopkins, with great ability and beau- 
ty of illustration, defended our system from the

and from the charge of rendering social life pro- 
saic, and devoid of poetic interest. 

No one questions the legitimacy of the civil 
establishments of onr fathers, though some do not 

In an-— 
swer to them, it was shown that the sin of schism 
rests with those who introduce corruptions into. 
the church, and not at all with such as withdraw

NEW YORK CITY TRACT SOCIETY. 

The twentieth anniversary of this Society was 
held on Wednesday evening of last week, at the 
Broadway Tabernacle, New York. From the An- 
nual Report we gather the following facts :-- 


There have been distributed by this Society 
within the limited sphere of its operations 8,3>2,- 
569 tracts, containing 44,498,762 pages of chris- 
tian truth; 14,194 Bibles and 16,908 Testan ents 
have been supplied to destitute persons and fami- 
lies, on behalf of the New York Bible Society ; 
38,774 volumes have been lent; 31,714 children 
have been gathered into Sabbath and 5,263 into 
public schools ; 2,726 persons have been induced 
to attend Bible classes, and 19,015 to attend upon 
the ministry of the pel. 
pledges have been obtained, and 19,984 distri¢t 
prayer meetings held. 

Vithin the same 12 years 375 have 
| been reclaimed from a state of open backsliding ; 
rienced the joys 


lof salvation, have been hopefully converted, and 
2,325 converts have been united with the church- 
es of Christ. 

There are now 17 missionaries sustained by this 


Society. The average number of visiters during | 


the year has been 1,153, but the present number is 
1161. The other statistics reported during the 
year are as follows: 562,088 tracts have been dis- 
tributed, These contained 3,604,528 pages in the 
English, and 517,456 in other languages, making 
in all 4,121,984 pages of evangelical truth, given 
to the inmates of hospitals and prisons, to the sca- 
men and rivermen in our harbor, to the families 
that have been visited at their habitations, and es- 
pecially to the poor, the sick and the wretched. 
1,139 Bibles and #2 Testaments, provided by the 
New York Bible Society, have been supplied to 
those who were found destitute of that sacred 
treasure; 5,103 volumes have been lent; 2,319 
children gathered into Sabbath and 330 into pub- 
lic echools ; 145 persons have been gathered into 
Bible classes, and 2.500 induced to attend church ;
